The  Superior  Way  of  Feeding  Baby  Chicks 

FIRST  DAY 

Baby  chicks  should  not  be  fed  anything  but  water  and  grit  until  they  are  from  48  to  72 
hours  old.  Provide  inch-deep  litter  on  floor — sand,  if  kerosene  brooder  is  used;  sand,  cut 
clover  or  cotton  seed  hulls  for  coal  brooder. 

Place  Superior  Starting  Feed  or  Mash  in  a box  where  they  can  have  all  they  want,  all 
the  time.  Never  let  them  go  without  this  Buttermilk  Starting  Food  for  even  half  an  hour. 

Keep  brooder  temperature  near  100  degrees,  always.  The  first  few  days,  feed  only  the 
starter,  water,  grit,  charcoal  and  sour  milk,  if  available. 

SECOND  TO  FOURTH  DAY 

Cull  out  all  weak  droopy  chicks  and  place  in  a brooder  by  themselves.  See  that  the 
supply  of  Superior  Buttermilk  Starting  Food  does  not  run  low;  they  must  have  it  all  the  time. 
Follow  same  method  of  feeding  as  for  first  day.  On  the  morning  of  the  fourth  day,  scatter  a 
very  small  amount  of  Superior  Fine  Chick  Scratch  in  the  litter — just  enough  to  keep  them 
busy.  Repeat  in  afternoon.  Never  feed  fine  grains  if  any  is  left  uneaten  from  previous  meal. 

Keep  them 
warm,  so  they  won’t  crowd;  baby  chicks  do  not  crowd  unless  they  feel  cold. 

FOURTH  TO  TENTH  DAY

get  so  hungry  that  when  you  fill  it  up  they  will  crowd  around  the  hopper  and  may  overeat. 

Litter  must  be  loose  and 
dry  so  that  the  grains  will  fall  down  into  it  and  the  chicks  must  scratch  for  it.  This  is  very 
important.  Keep  everything  clean.  Feed  milk  for  them  to  drink,  if  you  have  it.  Grit  and 
charcoal  should  be  before  them  all  the  time.  Chicks  should  be  let  out  for  exercise  when  five 
days  old.  They  still  need  a temperature  of  95  degrees.  KEEP  THEM  WARM.  Give  them 
fine  cut  green  food  once  each  week. 


TENTH  DAY  TO  FOUR  WEEKS 

Increase  depth  of  litter  from  four  to  eight  inches.  Make  the  chicks  work  for  the  fine 
scratch  grain  scattered  in  the  litter.  Keep  the  temperature  at  95  degrees.  Follow  method  of 
feeding  and  care  already  mentioned.  Water  fountains  must  be  kept  full.  Never  overfeed.  If  at 
any  time  they  appear  indifferent  at  feeding  time,  do  not  feed  any  grain.  Skip  a meal  and  see  if 
they  meet  you  at  the  next  meal.  Feed  great  quantities  of  green  food  and  milk,  if  available. 

FOUR  TO  EIGHT  WEEKS 

Gradually  change  feed  by  substituting  Superior  Growing  Mash  for  Chick  Starter,  and 
Superior  Growing  Scratch  for  Superior  Scratch.  Make  these  changes  gradually,  by  mixing 
parts  of  the  different  feeds.  Continue  same  plan  of  feeding,  keeping  Superior  Mash  before 
chicks  all  the  time  and  feeding  the  Superior  Growing  Scratch  in  a deep,  loose  litter,  which 
should  now  be  ten  inches  deep.  The  chicks  should  be  anxious  to  meet  the  feeder;  skip  a meal 
if  they  appear  overfed.  Gradually  lower  the  brooder  temperature  and  at  age  of  six  weeks, 
if  the  weather  and  feathering  of  the  chicks  permit,  discontinue  artificial  heat.  Feed  sprouted 
oats  or  any  other  form  of  green  food.  Moldy  or  musty  feed  of  any  kind — especially  in  sprouted 
oats — is  sure  death  to  chicks.  At  the  age  of  six  weeks,  feed  scratch  grains  only  once  a day — 
in  the  evening;  only  as  much  as  they  can  clean  up  in  half  an  hour.  Separate  cockerels  from 
pullets  and  pen  by  themselves,  or  sell  as  broilers. 

FROM  EIGHT  WEEKS  TO  SIX  MONTHS,  OR  MATURITY 

At  age  of  ten  weeks  discontinue  Superior  Growing  Scratch  and  substitute  Superior  Hen 
Scratch.  Follow  plan  of  feeding  as  described  for  ages  of  four  to  eight  weeks.  Remember,  the 
more  Growing  Mash  they  consume,  the  better  they  will  develop.  Pullets  should  consume  about 
two  pounds  of  Growing  Mash  to  one  pound  of  Scratch  Grain.
